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Antarctic Nunatak Named Women's Dorms Slate 
After Berkeley Student Winter Wonderland 


(ACP) —Some people have buildings named after them. 
Others, streets or rivers. But Oliver C. Morse HI, a graduate 
student at the University of California, Berkeley, Is perhaps 
the only person ever to have an Antarctic nunatak named after 
him. 


The nunatak, a geographical term for a group of mountains 


whose peaks pierce through 
a glacier, was named after 
Morse by the U.S. Board of 
Geographic Names, the Dally 
Californian reports. 

MORSE was Informed of 
the honor In a letter from the 
National Science Foundation. 
The letter read: 

“Dear Mr. Morse: 

“It gives me a great deal 
of pleasure to inform you that 
the United States Board on 
Geographical Names has 
named In your honor the 
georgraphical feature Morse 
Nanataks located at 84 de¬ 
grees 16 minutes south lati¬ 
tude, 160 degrees 50 minutes 
east longitude, south of the 
Law Glacier, west of the Queen 

Alexander Range, 
Antarctica." 

“Sincerely yours, T.G. 
Jones, Director, Environ¬ 
mental Sciences." 

“I don't know why they 
picked me,” Morse said. “It 
really broke me up.” 


“ People are always asking 
me what I am going to do 
after I get my Ph.D.," the 
bearded student said. "Now 
I Just say I’m going to climb 
my nunatak.”

HE SPECULATES that the 
14 months he spent doing 
scientific research at the 
South Pole was a major factor 
In the naming. Morse was 
sent to Antarctica In 1960 
by the National Bureau of 
Standards. 


“I had just graduated from 
Yale when I drove past this 
good-looking place In Boulder. 
Colo.” he said. “ ‘Why don’t 
I apply for a Job? I asked 
my self. So I did." 

THE BUREAU hired him as 
a deputy scientific leader and 
Instructed him to do research 
on the Ionosphere and low 
frequency radiation In Ant¬ 
arctica. He was the first per¬ 
son ever to receive low fre¬ 
quency radiation signals at the 
South Pole.

Clossroom Space Will Cost SI.3 Million 


Humanities Building Site 
Selected By Specialists 


The best site for location of a New Humanities was recently 
selected by University of Tennessee officials, architects, and 
landscape specialists. They agreed upon the area between the 
Agriculture-Engineering and Old Science Buildings. 

This 1.3 million dollar building will house classes In English, 


Modern Foreign Language, 
History and Social Studies and 
mathematics. Due to the high 
priority need for this build¬ 
ing, the federal government 
allocated a grant of $375,000 
for Its construction. The state 
Is expected to provide the re¬ 
mainder of the funds. 

THE BUILDING will be 4 
stories throughout. The base¬ 
ment on the west end will make 
the 5th story. The portion of 
the basement under the east 
wing will contain heating and 
air conditioning equipment. 

The building will have 48,- 
240 square feet of floor space 
with 14,300 for English; 4,160 
for Modern Foreign Language; 
15,080 for History and Social 
Studies; 7,800 for Mathe¬ 
matics; and 6,900 non-depart- 
mental. There will be ap¬ 
proximately 75 to 80 class¬ 
rooms as well as many of¬ 
fices. 

WORKING drawings, and 
specifications will be sub¬ 
mitted by architects McLee 
and Nicholson to the Univer¬ 
sity architect on March 1 for 
approval. Bids will be ad¬ 
vertised March 15 and on April
